IMPORTANCE OF ONE VOTE. 
Abou t this time one may expect to 
see many disertations on the import­ 
ance of a single vote. The statement 
that Marcu s Morton defeated Edward 
Everett for governor,of Massachu setts 
by a single vote, in a total poll of 
100,622, appears in the newspapers 
every political campaign A very good 
one-vote story, attribu ted to the late 
Tom Corwin, United States senator 
from Ohio, abou t an election in Rhode 
Island and recalled by the St. Lou is 
Repu blic, may not be familiar to th* 
reader: “In the spring of 1811 at the 
annu al election in Rhode Island there 
was a town precinct.closely contested 
by the federal and repu blican 
(the 
peace and war) parties. 
A federal 
farmer, hu rrying down to vote ju st 
before closing time, was stopped on 
his way by finding one of his valu able 
pigs cau ght fast in the fence. He tried 
to pu ll the pig ou t and failed. Then 
with some difficu lty he pried away 
one of the planks, released the pig, 
and started on the ru n for the polling 
place. Ju st as he got within a hu n­ 
dred feet of it the town clock stru ck 
six. 
The polls closed withou t his 
vote. The resu lt was that a war 
representative was elected from tnat 
town by one vote. Wheu the general 
assembly met a fe% weeks afterward 
a war senator was chosen by one ma­ 
jority on a joint ballot. 
In 1812 the 
declaration of war with England was 
carried In congress by one vote. Gen- 


Josiah Brink, one of the best known 
and respected old residents of Dixon, 
died at h i s t home, 315 Dixon av enue, 
Wednesday evening at 6:20 Although 
he has been declining for some time 
he was confined to the hou se but five 
days. 
Heftaad attained the age of 87 
years and was a resident of the city 
and vicinity for more than fifty years. 
Mr, Brink was born in Colu mbia 
cou nty, Pennsylvania, on the 17th day 
of October, 1817. 
He grew to man­ 
hood injhis native state and was mar­ 
ried there in Ju ne, 1842, to Miss 
Elizabetb|Stiles. After farming there 
for a nu mber of years they came west 
and located on a farm in Nachu sa 
township|near the Bend, October 10, 
1851. 
In March of the following year Mr. 
Brink rented a cabin near Dixon into 
which he imoved his family and then 
joined a party'hof immigrants and went 
overland to California by ox teams. 
In September of that year the party 
arrived at Shasta City on the Sacra­ 
mento river land Mr. Brink at once 
engaged in mining. 
He soon after 
tu rned |his attention 
in connection with trading and specu ­ 
lating, making bis fou r years stay prof 
itable. 
In September, 1856, he re 
tu rned home by way of the Isthmu s of 
Panama and« New York City. 
In the 
meantime bis wife had pu rchased a 
homesteadfiwith the money he had 
sent home. 
They improved their farm and later 
Mr. Brink engaged in the planing mill
